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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/4/2005 has been 
considered by the Examiner. The Examiner failed to sign the IDS in a previous Office 
action, hence the signed copy is being included with this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, the last limitation of the claim, "where 
the multiple vendors are merchants of record and can preview and then receive a single 
combined order form with separate, distinct invoices showing subtotals for each of the 
multiple vendors", is not supported by the original specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The language in the last paragraph, "and can preview and then receive a single 
combined order form with separate, distinct invoices showing subtotals for each of the 
multiple vendors", is unclear in that one cannot determine if it is the multiple vendors or 
the consumer that "can preview and then receive. . .showing subtotals for each of the 
multiple vendors". 

For the purposes of this action, the language is interpreted to mean that it 
is the multiple vendors who "can preview and then receive.. -showing subtotals 
for each of the multiple vendors", not the consumer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 40 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st and 2nd paragraphs (without broadening or otherwise 
changing the scope of the claims), set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bezos et al teach a similar method of e-commerce using a 
universal shopping cart.
